Based on the evidence aforementioned, the Federal Bureau of Investigation recommends that the 
Department of Justice files the following charges, against the following individuals: 


e It is recommended that the defendant, BOSSBOSALT, is charged with: 
o Murder ON 30 Counts - 18 U.S. Code § 1111
